The following information is being submitted for 
possible use ip' the evaluations the theory that the unknown 
subject of this case may be part of an international conspir- 
acy participated in by militant black nationalists p and part- 
icularly SNJZC. This is offered as a summary of information 
which has Accumulated in connection with the investigation of 
SNCC and black nationalist activities, aDd by no means is in- 
tended to include all of the minor bits of information which 
might tend to support such a theory. 

Informants reported as early as October, 1967, 
statements by KULON MITCHELL, former Minister of Muhpmmad , s 
Mosque #15 in Atlanta , "NOI, to the effect that a coalition 
of militant blhck nationalists throughout the world was 
needed and that resortiDg to violence and guerrilla warfare 
tactics would be necessary to accomplish the aims of the 
black man Id America.
